Rat and Muskrat 
Different Beasts 


MORINVILLE —- Do you know 
what a rat looks like? 

Few natives of Alberta have 
ever seen a rat and even settlers 
in the province from other parts 
of the world not so favored by 
freedom from this pest may never 
have seen enough of them to rec- 
ognize one quickly. Many people 
seeing a rat for the first time are 
likely to mistake it for a muskrat, 
say agricultural officials. 

The agricultural industry in 
other provinces and many states 
in the U.S. sustains millions of 
dollars worth of loss a year from 
the voracitv of this world-wide 
pest. To preserve the present im- 
munity of this province to this 
danger, residents of rural districts 
have been warned to be on con- 
stant watch for the appearance 
of rats in their vicinities 

The Morinville Agricultural 
Service Board and the district 
agriculturist, J. M. Fontaine, are 
seeking the co-operation of all 
persons in the district for a vigil- 
ant guard against intrusion of 
the nest into this region. To assist 
the Board has arranged with the 
Agriculturist to have a preserved 
rat disnlaved at different points 
in the municipality, so that all 
residents may be able to recognize 
the enemy. 

Any person seeing a rat should 
immediately notify District Agri- 
culturist Fontaine or Field Super- 
visor Walter Ellwett, so that ex- 
termination activities can be un- 
dertaken at once.

EDITORIAL PAGE 
The Board of Trade 


In some communities the Boare of Trade 
is labelled “Chamber of Commerce”. We 
don’t like this designation, particularly in 
Alberta, because the really important part of 
any Alberta organization is the part shared 
by district farmers) Commerce makes us 
think in terms of shopkeepers only, but 
trade is universal. Without help of the farm 
group most Boards of Trade or Chambers of 
Commerce don't amount to much. 

There should be one important annual 
meeting, a full-dress dinner meeting with 
members and their wives (and husbands), 
after dinner speaker and a short period of 
entertainment. The University of Alberta 
supplies interesting film subjects. This is 
followed by reports from various committees 
and election of executive. 

The executive should be the working, 
driving force that gets things done. Big at- 
tendance or small attendance at monthly 
general meetin@s doesn’t make much differ- 
ence——unless there’s a hard core of executive 
stalwarts who will carry the load and provide 
the initiative in every worth-while endeavor. 

Activities suitable for Board of Trade 
work include calf and grain clubs, summer 
fairs and rodeos, sport days, public libraries, 
recreation centres, promotion of hockey and 
baseball teams and leagues and many other 
positive works 

Most Alberta Boards of Trade would 
be well advised to take a leaf from the 
book of the Killam and District Board of 
Trade. This group is “tops” in Board of 
Trade work. Groups interested in using a 
successful Board as a pattern should write 
to Edward Fee, Jr., Killam, secretary of the 
Killam Board of Trade. 


40-hour Farm Week? 


The Saskatchewan government blames 
Mr. Gardiner for the decline in hog produc- 
tion in that province. Mr. Gardiner replies 
that the fault lies entirely with the province's 
own Socialist government. But a Saskatch- 
ewan farmer tells us that he quit raising hogs 
because he couldn't do it working a forty- 
hour week 

Although this editorial is headed in such 
a way as to indicate we might be suggesting 
a 40-hour week on the farm, nothing could 
be more ridiculous. If the average Alberta 
farmer were to work only 8 hours a day, 
five days a week, we daresay the agriculture 
production would drop by one-third. This 
would make farm produce so scare the price 
would climb by nearly 50 per cent. 

The city worker would then have to work 
60 hours per Week to earn enough money just 
to be able to eat 

Hon. George Prudham advocates estab- 
lishment of a 44- or 48-hour week fn Cana- 
dian industry to combat inflation and assist 
in our defence effort. Only by doing more 
work can we maintain our standard of living 
in the face of higher taxes due to the Korean 
war and unsettled world conditions. 


Liberty of the Gospel 


The teaching of and about Jesus Christ, 
so widely known throughout the world and 
yet so little understood by so many people, 
are essentially teachings of freedom and 
libertv. The Christian faith calls for no 
self-abasement and bodily torture as do 
many of the pagan and primitive teachings 
of other relimions The Gospel of Christ Is a 
Gospel of Love, that leaves the individual 
free to accept or reiect it 

This freedom, therefore, is a cherished 
liberty. The Christian is bound to his Maste1 
only by the “chords of love.’"’ Compulsion im- 
plies hate; imprisonment and enslavement 
mean resentinent, 

The follower of Jesus Christ, whether 
he or she has devoted her whole working 
life to the Gospel or is simply a devotee in 
secular employment, is held by the bonds of 
free will.

Although the announcement 
of this had not been made up to 
the end of last week, don't be 
surprised if the Journal now takes possession of 
the equipment and stock-in-trade of the Bulletin 
to positively eliminate all competition.
